Last night, the Marconi committee had a meeting to 
discuss the Krncevie affair. 

Soccer president, Tony Labbozzetta, told AUSTRA- 
LIAN SOCCER WEEKLY: “The transfer fee is not an 
enormous one. Yugoslavian clubs don’t pay the big money 
you might expect in Italy or England. 

“But that’s not the real issue. We do not believe we 
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should stand in the way of a boy who wants to move up the 
Soccer ladder. 

“Tt is a wonderful opportunity for Eddie.” 

This news will certainly not be well received at the 
Australian Soccer Federation. 

President Sir Arthur George and coach Rudi Gutendorf 

are determined to prevent members of the Socceroo squad 

leaving Australia until after the World Cup bid is ended. 

Krmcevic has signed a document agreeing to remain here 
but he was not happy about signing. 

Tt is doubtful if that agreement could legally force any 
player to stay in this country if he wants to go overseas. 

ASW understands Dinamo has already bought a hair- 
dressing salon in Zagreb ready for Kmcevic to take over. 

Eddie is a qualified hairdresser. 

If the transfer goes through, it will open the floodgates 
because two or three other star Socceroos are also wanted 
by leading European clubs.

EDITORIAL 


It is a pity the visiting Dinamo Zagreb' 
drew healthy attendances in Sydney and 
Canberra for matches against NSW and 
Australia. 

The 13,000 people who turned up on a 
drizzly night at Sydney Sports Ground 
virtually ensured the financial success of 
the tour. There were another 8,000 at 
Bruce Stadium. . . so it was clear nobo- 
dy was likely to lose money on the tour, 
particularly with matches in Adelaide 
and Melbourne to follow. 

In other words, we are stuck with 
these unseasonal silly season matches. 

Only a year ago, after Czechoslovakia 
inflicted humiliating hidings on Austra- 
lia in Canberra and S$) = national 
coach Rudi Gutendorf, lege he would 
never again allow his Socceroos to tackle 
top overseas opponents in January. 

Gutendorf should have stuck by his 
decision. 

In case the matchmakers at the Au- 
stralian Soccer Federation and the State 
Federations still haven't realised it, Jan- 
uary is NOT a Soccer month in this 
country. The players don’t want to play; 
the spectators, a from salar eth: 
nic groups, don't want to watch. And 
media bosses are most miserly when 
asked to allocate space on their sports 
pages, or radio and TV time, to January 
Soccer. 

It is no wonder that people involved in 
other codes of football tend to regard 
Soccer as slightly mad to start its season 
so early — in high summer. Soccer folk 
have even been ridiculed, accused of 
making the sport a 12-months-a-year 
pursuit. 

Why are these tours by European 
teams foisted on an unwilling public 
every year? 

Surely not because they are money 
spinners. Despite the patronage of 

e present Dinamo Zagreb tour, Janua- 
ry games more often than not prove box 
office disasters. Yet the ASF and the 
States continue to invite visiting teams in 
the hope that a gullible public will, once 
in a while, roll up in thousands to put a 
few dollars into i 

In more civilised Soccer nations, the- 
re is a strict rule about how long the 
season should last. In England, for in- 
stance, it is unthinkable that there sh- 
ould be any matches during June and 
July, plus most of May and August. 

This, despite the fact that the English 
climate is not too severe for matches to 
be played in the summer. 

Perhaps Australia stages January tour 
games to line the pockets of individual 
promoters. These people usually deduct 
their percentage Fame gross takings and 
even when crowds are small, they sel- 
dom lose money. 

When AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WE- 
EKLY asked a leading official why Euro- 
pean teams are brought here in Janua- 
ry, the reply was: “That is the only time 
of the year they are available to tour.” 

So what! Is Australia running a mid- 
season tropical haven for clubs and 
national teams wishing to give their 
players match practice when the weath- 
er shuts down much of Europe? 

ASW believes it would be in the best 
interests of Australian Soccer to have a 
four-months complete break during No- 
vember, December, January and Fe- 
bruary, 

An eight-months playing season sh- 
ould be sufficient for any sport, partic- 
‘ularly in a country like Australia where 
soaring summer temperatures are most 
unsuitable for football. 
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Many people have asked me about my impressions 
on Australian Soccer in just under three weeks in your 
lovely country. 


Initially, on coming out here to Australia after managing teams like Manchester 
United, Aston Villa, Derby and Queens Park 
difficult to adjust, but honestly not as difficult as I 


This is because peo- - 


ple in Australia, gene- 
rally, have been very ni- 
ce and very kind to me. 

I've seen some Au- 
stralian football so far, 
including last Friday's 
Charity Shield match 
between Marconi and 
Sydney Slickers and the 
Wollongong- 
Newcastle KB trial ga- 
me, in which I saw an 
old adversary from En- 
gland, but a wonderful 
professional and a cre- 
dit to the game, in Paul 
Reaney, who now of 
course plays for Newca- 
stle. No doubt I'll be 
seeing Paul at least a 
couple of times during 
the season. 

But the thing that 
most impressed me was 
the number of talented 
young players that are 
coming along. 

The other night at the 
Charity Shield match I 
was very impressed with 
the two teams. I thou- 
ght the Slickers played a 
little bit like the Liver- 
pool style of football — 
simple passing, quick 
supporting of each oth- 
er and creating a fair 
amount of chances, wi- 
thout really taking any.

BE STAGED 


Will Colombia be able to host the 1986 
World Cup Finals? 


That question has been asked many times in the 
past couple of years, but whenever doubts are 
raised, the Colombians angrily deny they are incap- 
able of staging the Cup. 

Things are changing. FIFA’s general secretary 
Helmut Kaiser has made a special trip to Bogota to 
check up on the 1986 arrangements. 

His journey was probably inspired by Colombia’s 
own doubts about the wisdom of going ahead with 
planning. 

Colombia’s football authorities are as keen as 
ever to host the World Cup, but the Colombian 
Government is now expressing grave doubts about 
the financial commitment. They wonder if a small, 
impoverished nation can really afford the expense, 

if Colombia pulls out, be sure Brazil will jump in 
with both feet to take over. 

Brazil has had epecience of staging a World Cup 
(1950) since when the country has profited from the 
lessons learned in West Germany, Argentina and 
other Cup-hosting nations. 

Brazil is eminently suited to tackle the enormous 
task of staging the 1986 Cup... and it would 
provide ‘A president Joao Havelange with a 
perfect farewell present if he steps down after a 
Mundial in his own country.

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SUPER SHARNE OUTSHINES 
DISASTER GAME

The Charity Shield was a disaster. That is the only word which can accurately describe Friday 
night’s game between the two ‘‘top” clubs of Australia, Marcon! and Sydney Slickers, in terms of 
the size of the crowd, the players’ attitude and the game Itself. 


Having beaten West 
Adelaide Hawks 1-0 with 
10 men in the Ampol Cup, 
and sinking Giants 1-0 in a 
sireme trial, the 1980 

tate league champions are 
bursting with confidence. 

But they may find the 
Giants in an official com- 
petitive match much tou- 
gher, and at full strength. 


Indeed, after that trial 
loss to Croatia, Giants beat 
Hawks then sunk Cumber- 
land 3-2 in the Ampol Cup 
before going on to beat 
South Melbourne 2-1 in a 
trial. 

Giants have a lethal at- 
tacking line-up, with big 
Socceroo Youth striker 
David Mitchell in devastat- 


The only player on the field anywhere near 
peak fitness, and the only one who provided 
enthusiasm and entertainment, was Peter 
Sharne. 

Anyone who doubted this player's true genius 
would have eaten his words on Friday night; he 
was the one player to whom Marconi owe their 3- 
1 victory. 

“The Fairfield Flyer” had the burden of being 
Marconi’s lone attacker capable of penetrating 
the Slickers. Eddie Krncevic, who had looked 
promising in some moves with Sharne, went off 
in the second half, and Berti Mariani was out of 
touch for the full 120 minutes of the game. 

Sharne seemed to relish that challenge, and it 
is ironic that he became completely dominant 
after Krncevic went off. 

Twice in close succession in the second half, 
Sharne hit tricky shots which produced excellent 
saves from goalkeeper Pezzano, who was one of 
the very few players who can be proud of his 
performance. 

On several occasions in the spiteful game, the 
Slickers defence had to resort to fouls to try and 
stop Sharne, but he just picked himself up and 
kept going. 

As the 90 minutes were drawing to a close, 
however, it looked as if his efforts were all in 
vain, and the Slickers would win from Kosmina’s 
76th minute goal. 

But while other players were moving towards 
the tunnel entrance to go off, in the last minute of 
normal time, Sharne tried another move down 
the wing. 

His cross was met by a flying header from 
Jimmy Cant, in his first game for the Slickers 
against his old club. 

Marconi had gained an extra 30 minutes, and 
it was Sharne who almost single-handedly 
swung the match into their favour. 

He was rewarded by scoring the two goals 
which sealed the game, as well as setting off on 
more of his devastating and attractive runs. 

Sharne was the symbol of fitness, enthusiasm 
and determination on the field. 

Perhaps some of his fellow Socceroos, as well 
as the lesser lights, should have followed his 
example. 

Many players indulged in nasty incidents whi- 
ch turned the game into a very spiteful affair, 
particularly in the first half. The whole thing 
finally reached a climax in extra-time, when 
Borges smashed Ken Lindsay's leg. He got a red 
card for his efforts. 

Three others copped yellow cards, Jim Muir for 
a few dangerous tackles, and Byrne and Sou- 


ness for a scuffle which also involved Barnes and 
Boden. Several other players can count them- 
selves lucky for missing a booking. 

We even had the farcical and stupid situation 
where players were still lying on the ground 
kicking each other long after the ball had gone! 

The key to the trouble was the fact that several 
players were nowhere near start-of-the-season 
fitness (the PSL starts in two weeks!) and many 
didn’t care less about the game, and didn’t even 
attempt to reign enthusiasm. 

For many of the Socceroos, excluding Sharne 
and a few others, the return to club football was 
obviously one big pain in the neck. 

On the form shown in the match, the only 
players who looked like they will be worth their 
salt this season were Allan Maher, Tony Pezzano, 
Ivo Prskalo, Denis Colusso and Willie Murray, 
who is a similar player to Sharne, but needs to be 
more dangerous in the shooting department. 

However, if Sydney's top two clubs start the 
season in this style of lethargy, the door will be 
open for other teams to take up the slack.

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GRAND FINALISTS 198) — THROWN OUT 1981 


By Mercury Murphy 


In’ one of the most sensational ‘develop- 
ments in Illawarra Soccer for many years, last 
season's grand finalists West-Figtree have 
been kicked out of the premier league be- 
cause their ground isn't considered up to 
standard. 

Figtree and Dapto have both been banished 
to a lower division as the Illawarra Soccer 
Association attempts to improve grounds and 
facilities — it appears at any cost. 

Figtree had 26 junior teams last season and 
have produced many top players since they 
consolidated their place in senior Soccer 
while Dapto also have fostered juniors over 
the years. 

At one stage, the Figtree committee were 
going to take the association to the Equity 

urt to challenge the ruling but decided 
against this move because of the cost in- 
volved. 

To add to the controversy Lysaght’s have 
been promoted to premier league and while 
they have top ground facilities they don't have 
junior teams. 


The other newcomers will be Shoalhaven 
City, a newly-formed club from’ the Nowra 
area, while the strong Shellharbour club has 
been given another chance in premier league. 

Figtree vice-president Adrian Ringland, a 
former top full-back with South Coast United, 
told ASW it was a scandal that his club should 
be outed. 

“| thought someone was having a joke on 
me when | heard the news but the Association 
evidently feels that it doesn't matter how 
strong your club is. You have to have top 
facilities," Ringland said. 

“Members of my club feel they have been 
victimised by the ISA and we have lodged an 
appeal with the NSW Federation. 

“Our appeal to the ISA was a waste of time 
as they said we couldn't appeal on matters of 
district policy.” 

Ringland said Figtree were premier league 
club champions over three grades last sea- 
son, making all three semi-finals, winning the 
under-18 title easily. 


He said it is really tragic for these younger 
players that they can't stay in premier league. 

“We made the first grade grand final and 
lost to rary Meadow and that team is now 
playing in Sydney so we could be rated the 
leading team in Illawarra on that basis,” 
Ringland said. 

“Figtree were told last year that the club 
must move from Graham Park and we are 
trying to develop a new ground nearby. 

“We have put plenty of labor into laying turf 
‘on the new ground but there have been delays 


with Wollongong Council in developing 
facilities there. 

“Figtree just needed a little more time but 
the Association decided grounds are more 
important than having a strong club with 
pound administration and we have been 
axed." 

The Graham Park ground, meantime, is 
covered in a good layer of grass and must rate 
among the top playing surfaces in Illawarra. 

The problem is Figtree can't put a fence 
around the ground because of Council regula- 
tions. Ironically other clubs have put fences 
around playing pitches that are well below 
Standard and remain in premier league. 

Dapto spokesman Tommy Kay said his club 
also is shocked at being dropped from the 
league as they have a strong organisation 
with very good juniors. 

Kay's son Paul came up from the juniors 
tanks and is now a regular member of the 
Australian Youth squad. 

Unfortunately, Dapto's ground, Lakelands 
Oval, is in bad shape, but attempts have been 
made to lease an area of the park to develop a 
good Soccer ground. 

Dapto have spent more than any other club 
in Illawarra trying to build a strong premier 
league side in recent years. 

Association secretary John Munro told ASW 
his committee sent out letters to five clubs last 
season telling them to improve their grounds 
and facilities or risk being axed. 

“It was ISA policy that premier league clubs 
be given a certain time to do this and it was 
unanimous that Figtree and Dapto be left 
out,” he said. 

“Even when Figtree made strong represen- 
tation to us to get back in, the clubs made it 
evedn more unanimous when they rejected 
their appeal by a large majority. 

“tt has always been a rule that the premier 
league is by invitation only and if a club wins 
promotion and we decide it isn’t suitable, it 
doesn't come up.” 

There is no doubt Figtree, in particular, 
have been given a raw deal as they have 
Proved a most consistent premier league club 
in all grades. 

Most of their players say they will stay on at 
Figtree, but as the start of the season draws 
closer some may be enticed to transfer to 
premier league clubs. 

Those who stay are determined to develop 
their new ground and be back in the top grade 
for the start of 1982. 

Ringland said he hopes most of the first 
team players stay so the team can win the 
lower division and score a heap of goals to 
embarrass the ISA.

proved slightly (but not much), therefore the gap has 
narrowed. 

Next Rudi goes on to make even more outrageously 
unbelievable statements: “Craig Johnston does not have 
extraordinary Soccer talent.” Johnston, the ex-Newcastle 
boy who is regarded by English experts as one of the most 
talented players in the UK at nt, is regarded by Rudi 
as having less talent than Peter Tredinnick, amongst 
others, and if only these Hides would follow “my” 
(Rudi’s) formula “I” would be able to produce many 
players of Craig Johnston’s class. The fact is after two years 
as national coach Rudi cannot put a team on the field that 
can play as quarter as as Johnston is a player. 

Surely a coach with Rudi’s rience and professional- 
ism (words he uses a lot) should be able to assemble a team 
that a eae eae has at least equal to 25 per cent of 
the ability of Craig Johmston, and with such a team we 
should comfortably qualify for Spain 82. 

Rudi complains that the main attributes of most of the 
Australian players are their stren, th, paeel condition 
and hard-running determination (if any). There is nothing 
new in this problem. All previous national coaches had this 
problem and despite their lack of credentials some of them 
actually overcame it and got results, in fact better results 
than Rudi Gutendorf has so far got. This was done with 
less money, worse f jes and cooperation as well as not 
having the PSL competition which has done good things 
for the overall standard of Soccer in Australia and helped 
to make the national coach’s job slightly easier. 

Rudi has not been able to cure or even improve the 
deep-seated perrennial problems that afflict the OOS 
and Australian Soccer in general: 1— the inability to score 
goals when o} ities arise, especially in critical situa- 
tions; 2 — the ultra-defensive play which often leads to 
failure because of the giving away of soft or stupid goals; 
3 — the inability to do something constructive with the ball 
when a player gets it in a useful position; 4 — the lack of 
teamwork and understanding by players, many of whom 
have played together quite a few times.
